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Build Boston symposium 
introduces new commercial 
building code

MASSACHUSETTS OFFICIALLY 
HAS ADOPTED a seventh 
edition of its statewide com- 
mercial building code (780 
CMR), effective September 1, 
2008. On November 19, the BSA 
Codes Committee sponsors a 
Building Codes Symposium at 
Build Boston that introduces the 
seventh edition and discusses its 
application and likely evolution 
as planning for the eighth edi- 
tion begins. 

The commercial code cov- 
ers all building types and use 


groups other than detached 
one- and two-family dwellings. 
The seventh edition is cur- 
rently available from the BSA 
Bookstore at architects.org/store. 
There will be a six-month con- 
currency period during which 
time permit applications may be 
submitted under either the sixth 
or the seventh edition of the 
code. After March 1, the sixth 
edition will be repealed and the 
seventh edition will be in full 
force and effect. 

The seventh edition is the 
first edition to be based on 
the International Building 
Code (IBC 2003), a na- 


tional model code produced 

by the International Code 
Council. Chapter 13 (“Energy 
Efficiency”) retained its unique 
Massachusetts content as in 

the sixth edition (with minor 
modifications) until October 

6, at which time the Board 

of Building Regulations 

and Standards replaced the 
Massachusetts approach with a 
choice of compliance with either 
ASHRAE 90.1 (2007) or Chapter 
5 of the International Energy 
Conservation Code 2006 with 
the 2007 supplement. m= ce/Hsw

AIA releases six new Contract Documents 


THE AIA RECENTLY RELEASED 
SIX NEW AIA CONTRACTS, in- 
cluding a building information 
modeling (BIM) exhibit, two 
new integrated project delivery 
(IPD) agreements, two new 
design/build agreements and a 
scope-of-services document. 


New BIM exhibit 
The first of its kind in the 
industry, the new E202-2008 
was written by industry prac- 
titioners as a practical tool for 
managing the use of BIM across 
the entire project. Among other 
things, it sets the requirements 
and authorized uses for BIM 
content, and identifies BIM au- 
thors at five progressive levels of 
development. It also establishes 
protocols for model ownership, 
conflict resolution, storage, 
viewing and archiving. 

Although written primarily 
to support a project using IPD, 
E202-2008 may also be used 
with more traditional methods 
of project delivery. E202-2008 
only is available in AIA soft- 
ware.

New IPD agreements 

Two new IPD agreements, C196- 
2008 and C197-2008, round out 
the IPD single-purpose entity 
(SPE) family of AIA Contract 
Documents and provide the 
contractual structure the SPE 
needs to secure funding and 

to design and construct the 
project. These agreements take 
care of the details, such as 

how insurance will apply, how 
members may be paid for their 
services and limit their liability, 
which costs are “allowable,” 
how a member can earn profit 
through incentive compensation 
and what happens at the end of 
the project. 


New design/build agreements 
The two new design/build 
agreements, A441-2008 and 
C441-2008, complete the AIA’s 
design/build family of docu- 
ments by communicating to 

the architect’s consultants and 
to subcontractors the essential 
provisions of the original 2004 
agreements. The new documents 
address contractor/subcontrac- 
tor and architect/consultant re- 
lationships including respective 
rights and responsibilities, roles, 
communications, compensation,

dispute resolution and payment. 
In developing the new agree- 
ments, our national AIA office 
followed its standard practice of 
soliciting advice and critiques 
from across the industry to 
ensure that the new agreements 
would address stakeholder 
interests. 


New on-site project representa- 
tion document 

The new on-site project rep- 
resentation scope-of-services 
document, B207-2008 (formerly 
B352-2000), adds to the more 
than 30 existing AIA B-Series 
documents for use in establish- 
ing agreements between owners 
and architects. The B207-2008 
document addresses agreements 
on the number of architect's 


representatives stationed at 
the project site, the services to 
be performed and the owner's 
responsibilities. B207-2008 
eliminates the need to create 


a custom scope-of-services 
document, thus saving time and 
money.

Documents will remain current 
until May 2009, at which time 
only the 2007 updated documents 
will be available. AIA Contract 
Documents may be purchased 
from the BSA.

Envisioning the next BSA 


s we anticipate 

engaging in a new 

long-range planning 

process and begin 
our search for a new executive 
director, it is time to envision 
the next BSA. This opportunity 
to reinvent the BSA at every 
structural, operational and 
philosophical level was the 
focus of conversations among 
the 90-plus BSA leaders and al- 
lies at the annual BSA planning 
retreat in September. 

Hosted by Elise Woodward 
AIA and her husband, Dr. Alan 
Woodward, at their home in 
Concord, the group included 
past BSA presidents, current 
board members, deans of local 
design schools, allied profes- 
sionals, leaders of building- 
industry associations, individu- 
als nominated for BSA board 
positions, young professionals, 
the chairs of BSA committees 
and networks, and BSA staff. 

The participants reflected the 
diversity of the great number of 
dedicated people who volun- 
teer countless hours leading 
committees, building alliances, 
writing opinion pieces and 
white papers, and reviewing 
codes on behalf of the design 
profession and the building 
industry in general. We took 
our charge seriously—and with 
our only guideline being that 
the BSA is commited to the 
advocacy of design excellence 
and service to society—broke 
into small groups to identify 
the various constituencies the 
BSA should serve and what its 
primary goals should be. After 
these breakout discussions, 
we came together as a group 
to share what we thought was 
most important to the profes- 
sion. 

While nearly all agreed that 
the BSA has served us all well 
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with admirable resources for 
architects and others in the 
building industry, a common 
desire emerged: that we set our 
sights on becoming an even 
more inclusive, public-facing 
organization. 

The consensus was that 
the BSA should substantially 
increase its public-outreach 
efforts—promoting sustain- 
ability, educating young 


for its innovative architecture 
boat tours (perhaps doing a 
Duck Tour here instead) and 
Montreal, which attracts tour- 
ists by positioning itself as a 
city of design. Others suggested 
that we expand the annual 
Common Boston festival into 
an even larger citywide event. 
Some felt we need to “explode” 
Build Boston outside the walls 
of the Seaport World Trade 


people, fostering diversity and 
promoting the value of design 
through the press. Together, 
we can build on Boston’s legacy 
of remarkable architecture by 
doing more to develop new 
architecture fans and advocate 
great design. 

To some groups, this future 
required a dual-focused BSA 
that serves as both a trade 
organization and a cultural 
institution. It was suggested 
that the BSA look to Chicago 


Center—and imagine what the 
next Build Boston might be. 

Other groups suggested that 
the BSA might fund additional 
research—perhaps leading to 
models for post-occupancy 
reporting—that would help us 
better communicate the value 
of good design outside our 
industry. 

Most groups felt there was 
a need for a strong public rela- 
tions program, with the com- 


munications focus shifting from 


internal (to members and allies) 
to external (to the press and the 
public at large). 

Although we agreed that 
virtual communications and 
networks will continue to grow 
in their importance, we reaf- 
firmed the need for a bricks- 
and-mortar home for the BSA. 
As creators of place, we believe 
it is important for us to have 
a space where we can connect 
with each other and the public 
face-to-face. Some suggested 
that a beautifully designed new 
building might increase our 
engagement with the public and 
expand our network in much 
the same way Boston's new 
Institute of Contemporary Art 
has. 

A related theme focused on 
the leadership of the organi- 
zation. While participants 
praised the BSA’s long-standing 
grassroots model of member- 
driven programming and 
services, there is also a desire 
to see the BSA become more 
mission-focused—with goals 
clearly outlined and tied to that 
mission.
